an acknowledged leader among his companions, and 
was early noted for that nobleness of character, fair 
ness and veracity which characterized his whole life. 

When George was 14 years old he had « desire 10 goto 
sea, and a midshipman’s warrant was secured for him, 
but through the opposition of lis mother the idea was 
abandoned. ‘Two years later he was appointed 
surveyor ta the immense estate of Lord Pairfax. ln 
this business he spent three years in a rough frontier 
life, gaining experience which afterwards proved very 
essential to him. In 1751, though only 19 years of 
age, he was appointed adjutant with the rank of 
major in the Virginia militia, then being trained for 


active service against the French and Indians. Seon, 


after this he sailed to the West Indies with his brother 
Lawrence, who went there to restore his health They 
soon returned, and in the summer of 1752 Lawrence 
died, luaving a large fortume to an infant daughter 
who did net long survive him, On her demise the 
estate of Mount Veron was given lo George. 

Upon the arrival of Robert Dinwiddie, as’ Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Virginia, in 1752, the militia was 
reorganized, and the province divided into four wih- 
tary districts, of which the northern was assizned to 
Washington as adjutant general, Shortly after this 
a very perilous mission was assigned him and ac- 
cepted, which others had sefused. This was to [#o- 
ceed to the French post near Lake Erie in North- 
western Pennsylvania, ‘The distance to be traversed 
was between 500 and Goo miles. Winter was at hand, 
and the journey was to be made wishaut militares 
escort, through aderritory occupied by Ludiars.

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Up was a perilous one, and several times he came lear 
losing his life, yet he returned in safety and furnished 
a full and useful report of his expedition. A regiment 
Of 300 men was raised in Virginia and put in com- 
mand of Col. Joshua Fry, and Major Washington was 
commissioned lieutenant-cylunel. Active war was 
then hegun against the French and Indians, in which 
Washington took a Most important part. In the 
memorable event of July 9, 1755, known as Brad- 
dock’s defeat, Washington was almost the only oflicer 
of distinction who escaped from the calamities of the 
day with life and honor. The other aids of Braddock 
were disabled early in the action, and Washington 
alone was left in that capacity on the field. Ina letter 
to his brother he says: “I had four bullets through 
my COut, and two horses shot under me, yet ] escaped 
unhurt, though death was leveling my companions 
on every side.”

nation of earth. On Dec. 23, 1783, Washington, in 
@ parting address of SUTpassing beauty, resigned his 
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commission as commander-in-chief of the army Ww 
to the Continental Congress sitting at Annapolis, He 
retited immediately ty: Mount Vernon and resmmed 
his occupation as a farmer and planter, shunning atl 
connection with public lite. 

In February,i789, Washington was Unanimously 
elected President. In his presidential career he was 
subject to the peculiar tats incidental to a new 
government, trials from lack of confidence on the part 
of other gaverntnents; trials fram want of harmony 
between Ure different sections of our own country ; 
trials from the impoverished condition of the country, 
owing to the war and want of credit; trials from the 
bepinnings of party strife. Fle was no partisan. His 
clear judg:nent could discern the golden mean; and 
while perhaps this alone kept our gavernment from 
sinking at the very outset, it left him exposed to 
altacks from both sides, which were often bitter and 
very annoying. 

At the expiration of his first tetm he was unani- 
mously re-clected. At the end of this tenn many 
Were anxious that he be re-elected, but he absolutely 
refused a third nominaton. On the fourth of March, 
1797, at the expiraton of his second term as Presi- 
dent, he returned to his homme, hoping to pass there 
his few remaining years free from the annoyances of 
public life. Laterin the year, however, his repose 
secmed likely to be interrupted hy war with France. 
At the prospect of such a war he was again urged to 
take command of the armies. He chose his sul - 
ordinate oflcers and left to thei the Charge of mat- 
ters in the field, which he superintended ftom. his 
home. In accepting the command he made the 
reservation that he was not to be in the field wnal 
it was necessaty. In the midst of these preparations 
his life was suddenly cut off. December 12, he took 
a severe cold from a ride in the rain, which, selling 
in his throat, produeed inflammation, and terminated 
fatally on the night of the fourteenth. On the eigh- 
teenth his body was borne with military honors to its 
final resting place, and interred in the family vault at 
Mount Vernon. 


Of the character of Washington it is impossible to 
speak but in terms of the highest respect’ and ad- 
miration. ‘The more we see of the operations of 
our govermnent, and the more deeply we feel the 
difficulty of nniting all opinions in a common interes!, 
the more highly we must estimate the foree of his tal- 
ent and character, which have been able to challenge 
the reverence of all parties, and principles, and na- 
tions, and to win a fame as extended as the limirs 
of the globe. and which we cannot but believe will 
be as lasting as the existence of man. 

The person of Washington was unusally tan,.crect 
and well proportioned.

by the spirit of prophecy. “Yesterday,” he says. ‘the 
greatest question was decided that ever was debated 
in America; and greater, perhaps, never was or wil 
be decide! among men. A_ resolution was passed 
without oue dissenting colony, ‘that these United 
States are, and uf right ought to be, free and inde- 
pendent states.” The day is passed. “Fhe fourth of 
July, 1776, will be a memorable epoch in the history 
of Ainerica. I am apt to believe it will be celebrated 
by succeeding generations, as the great anniversary, 
festival.

French Revolution shook the continent of Europe, 
and-it was upon this puint which he was atissue with 
the majority of his countrymen led by Mr. Jefferson. 
Mr. Adsuus felt no sympathy with the French people 
in their struggle, for he had no confidence in their 
power of seil-government, and he utterly abhored the 
class of atheist philusophers who he claimed caused it 
On the other hand Jefferson's sympathies were strongly 
enlisted in belmif of the French people. Hence or- 
ignated the alienation between these distinguished 
men, and two powerful parties were thus soon orgar- 
ized, Adanis al the head of the one whose sympathies 
were wilh England and Jefferson led the other in 
sympathy with France. 

The world has seldom seen a spectacle of more 
moral beauty and grandeur, than was presented by the 
old age of Mr. Adams. The violence of party feeling. 
had died away, and he had begun to receive that just 
appreciation which, to most men, is not accorded till 
afier death. No ane could look upon his venerable 
form, and think of what he had done and suffered, 
and how he had given up all the prime and strength 
of his life to the public good, without the deepest 
emotion of gratitude and respect. It was his peculiar 
good fortune to witness the complete success of the 
institution which he had beenso active in Creating and 
supporting. In 1824, his cup of happiness was filled 
to the brim, by seeing his son elevated to the highest 
station in the gift of the people. 
~ The fourth of July, 1826, whieh completed the half 
century since the signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendeneeg, arrived, and there were but three of the 
signers of that immortal instrament left upon the 
earth to hail its morning light. And, as it. is 
well known, on that day two of these finished their 
earthly pilgrimage, a coincidence so remarkable as 
to seem miraculous. For a few days before Mr. 
Adams had heen rapidly faiting, and on the morning 
of the fourth he found himself too weak to rise from 
his bed. On heing requested to name a toast for the 
customary celebrition of the day, he exclaimed “Ix- 
DEPENDENCE rOREVER.” When the day was ushered 
in, by the tinging of hells and the firing of cannons, 
he was asked by one of his atiendants if he knew 
What day it was? He replied, “O yes; itis the glor. 
ious fourth of Jnly—God bless it-—-God bless you all.” 
In the course of the day he said, “Itis a great and 
glorious day.” ‘The Iast words he uttered were, 
“Jetlerson survives.” But he had, at one o'clock, re- 
signed his spirit into the hands of his God.

He was the last of the founders 
of the Constitution of the United 
States to be called to his eternai 
reward. 

The Madison family were among 
the early emigrants to the New World, 
landing upon the shores of the Chesa- 
peake but r5 years after the settle- 
mentof Jamestown.

Returning to Virginia, he commenced the study of 
law and a course of extensive and systematic reading, 
This educational course, the spirit of the times in 
which he lived, and the society with which he asso- 
ciated, all combined to inspire him with a strong 
love of liberty, and to train him for his life-work ol, 
aStatesmian, Being naturally of a religious tum of 
taind, and his frail health leading him to think that 
his life was not to he long, he directed especial atten- 
tion to theological studies. [Endowed with a mind 
singularly free from passion and prejudice, and with 
almost unequalled powers of reasoning, he weighed 
all the arguments for and against revealed religion, 
until his faith became so established as 
be shaken, 

Tn the spring of 1776, when 26 years of age, he 
was clected a member of the Virginia Canvention, to 
frame the constitution of the State.

was aman of peace. Scholarly in his taste, retiing 
in his disposition, war had no charms for him. But the 
neekest spirit can be roused. It makes one’s blood 
buil, even new, to think of an American ship broughe 
to, upon the ocean, by the guns of an English cruiser. 
A young lieutenant steps on board and orders the 
Crew to be paraded before him, With great nonchal- 
ance he selects any mumber whom he may please to 
designate as British subjects; orders them down the 
ship's side into his boat; and places them on the gun- 
deck of his man-of- war, to fight, by compulsion, the 
battles of England. This right of search and im- 
pressment, no efforts of our Government could ind uce 
the British cabinet to relinquish. . 
On the 18th of June, 1812, President Madison gave 
his approval to an act of Congress declaring war 
against Great Britain. Notwithstanding the bitter 
hosuility of the Federal party to the war, the country 
in general approved; and Mr. Madison, on the 4th 
of Mirch, 1813, was re-clected by a large majority, 
and entered upon his second term of office. This is. 
not the place to describe the various adventures of 
this war on the land and on the water. Our infan 
navy then laid the foundations of its renown in prap- 
pling with the most formidable power which ever 
Swept the seas. The contest commenced in earnest 


» by the appearance of a British fleet, earlyin February, 


1813, in Chesapeake Bay, declaring nearly the whole 
coust of the United States under blockade.

_ The straggling little city of Washington was thrown 
Mo consternation, ‘Nhe cannon of the brief conilict 
at Bladensburg echoed through the streets of the 
metropohs.

The President, leaving Mrs. Madison in the Wohite 
House, with her carriage drawn up at the docr to 
await his speedy return, hurried to meet the officers 
in a council of war Ie niet Our troops utterly routed, 
and he could not go back without danger of being 
captured. But few hours elapsed ere the Presidential 
Mansion, the Capitol, and all the public buildings in 
Washington were in flames. 

The war closed after two years of fighting, and on 
Feb. 13, 1815, the treaty of peace was stened at Ghent,

In four monthe 
after the Declaration of Independence, the patriots 
had been beaten in seven batules. At the bate of 
Trenton he led the vanguard, and, in the act of charg- 
ing upon the enemy he received a wound in the left 
shoulder. 

As a reward for his bravery, Mr. Monroe was pro- 
moted a captain of infantry; and, having recovered 
from his wound, he rejoined the army. He, however, 
receded from the line of promotion, by becominz an 
officer in the staff of Lord Sterling. During the cam. 
paigns of 1777 and 1778, in the actions of Brandy 
wine, Germantown and Monmouth, he continued 
aid-de-camp; but becoming desirous to regain his 
position in the army, he exerted himself to collect a 
regiment for the Virginia line. This scheme failed 
owing to the exhausted condition of the State. Upon 
this failure he entered the office of Mr. Jefferson, at 
that period Governor, and pursued, with considerable 
ardor, the study of common law. He did nat, however, 
entirely lay aside the knapsack for the green bag; 
but on the invasions of the enemy, served as a volun 
teer, during the two years of his legal pursuits. 

In 1782, he was elected from King George county, 
aiember of the Leglislature of Virginia, and by that 
body he was elevated to a seat in the Executive 
Council. He was thus honored with the confidence 
of his fellow citizens at 23 years of age; and having

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Shortly after his return to this country, Mr. Mon- 
roe was elected Governor of Virginia, and held the 
office for three yeas, He was agin sent to France tu 
co-operate with Chancellor Livingston in obtaining 
the vast territory then kuewn as the Province of 
Lousiana, which France had but sharily before ob- 
tained from Spain. ‘Their united efforts were sie- 
cessful. For the comparatively sinall sum of fifteen 
millions of dollars, the entire territory of Orleans and 
district of Louisiana were added to the United States, 
This was probably the largest transterof real estate 
which was ever made in all the history of tbe world. 

From France My. Monroe went to England to ob. 
tain from that country same recognition of ou: 
rizhts as neutrals, and lo remonstrate against those 
odious impressments of our seamen. Bat Nng- 
land was unrelenting. [He agiatn returned to Kn 
land on the same mission, but cold receive no 
redress. He returned to his Lome and was again 
chosen Governor of Virginia. "This he soen tesiuned 
to accept the position of Seerctary ef State under 
Madison. While in this office war with England was 
declared, the Secretary of War resigned, and during 
these trying times, the duties of the War Departinen 
were also put upon him,

Among the important measures of his Vresidency 
were the cession of Mlorida to the United States: the 
Missouri Compromise, and the “ Monroe doctrine.” 

This famous doctrine, since known as the “ Monroe 
doctrine,” was enunciated by him in 1823. At that 
time the United States had recognized the indeper.d- 
ence of the South American states, and did nat wish 
lo have European powers longer attempting to sul. 
dae portions of the American Continent, ‘Phe dovtrive 
is as follows: “That we should cousider any alten yt 
on the par. of Europesn powers to extend their sys- 
tem fo any portion of this hemisphere as dangerous 
fo our pence and safety,” and “that we could vo: 
view any interposition for the purpose of oppressing 
or controlling American governments or provinces in 
any other light than as a manifestation hy Puropear 
howers of an unfriendly disposition waward the United 
Stttes.” ‘This doctrine iminediately affeeted the canrse 
of forciyn governments, and has become the approved 
sentunent of the Uiited States, 

At the end of his second term Mr Monroe retired 
to his home in Virginia, where he lived until 1830 
when he went to New Vork to live with his sancine 
law.

an administration more pure in principles, more con- 
scicntiously devoted to the best interests of the coun- 
try, than that of John Quincy Adams; and never, per- 
haps, was there an administration more uascrupu- 
lously and outrageously assail 4. ; 

Mr Adams was, to a very remarkable degree, ab- 
stemlous and temperate in his habits; always rising 
early, and taking much exercise, When at his home in 
Quincy, he has been known to walk, before breakfast. 
seven miles to Boston. In Washiugton, it was said 
that he was the first man up in the eity, lighting his 
own fire and applying himself to work in his library 
often long before dawn. 

On the 4th of March, 1820, Mr. Adlains retired 
from the Presidency, and was succeeded by Andrew 
Jackson. John C. Calhoun was elected Viee Fresi- 
dent. The slavery question uow began to assume 
portentous magnitude. Myr. Adams returned to 
Quincy and to his studies, which he pursued with un- 
abated zeal. But he was not long permitted to re- 
main in retirement. tn November, 1830, lie was 
elected representative to Congress. For seventeen 
years, wnttl his death, he occupied the post as repre: 
sentative, towering above all his peers, ever ready to 
do brave bate’ for freedoin, and winning the title of 
“the old man eloquent.” Upon taking his seat in 
the House, he announced that he should bold him- 
self bound to no party. Probably there never was a 
member more devoted to his duties. He was usually 
the first in his place in the morning, and the last to 
leave his seat in the evening. Not a measute could 
be brought forward and escape his scrutiny. ‘The 
bate which Mr. Adams fouglt, alinost singly, agains? 
the proslavery party in the Government, was sublime 
in its inoral daiing and heroism. For persisting in 
presenting petitions for the abolition of slavery, he 
was threatened with indictment by the grand jury 
with expulsion from the House, with assassination 
but no threats could intimidate him, and his final 
triumph was complete. 

Ithas been said of President Adams, that when his 
hody was bent and his hair silvered by the lapse of 
fourscore yeuis, yielding to the simple faith of a little 
clild, he was accustomed to repeat every night, before

‘Vhis 
Territory was then entitled to but one member in 
Congress and Capt. Harrison was chosen to fill that 
position. 

In the spring of 1800 the North-western Tertitory 
was divided hy Congress into two portions. The 
eastern portion, comprising the region now embraced 
in the State of Ohio, was called ¢ ‘The Terntory 
north-west of the Ohio.” The western portion, which 
included what is now called Indiana, IMineis and 
Wisconsin, was called the “Indiana Territory.” Wil. 
liam Henry Harrison, then 27 years of age, was ap. 
pointed by John Adams, Governor of the Indiana 
Territory, and immediately after, also Governor of 
Upper Louisiana. He was thus ruler over almost as 
extensive a realm as any sovereign upon the globe. He 
was Superintendent of Indian Affairs, and was in- 
vested with powers nearly dictatorial over the now 
rapidly increasing white population. The ability and 
fidelity with which he discharged these tesponsiLle 
duties may be inferred from the fact that he was four 
times appointed to this ofGice—first by John Adams, 
twice by Thomas Jefferson and afterwards by Presi- 
dent Madison. 

Whenhe began his adminstration there were but

Gov, Harrison naw had all his energies tasked 
to the utmost. The British descending from the Can- 
dus, were of themselves a very formidiable force ; but 
With their savaye allies, rushing like wolves from the 
forest, searching out every remote farin-hottse, burn- 
ing, Plunderitns, scalping, torturing, the wide frontier 
Was plunged into a state of Censtermation which even 
the most vivid imagination can but faintly conceive, 
The warwhoop was resounding everywhere in the 
forest. ‘Vhe horizon was Maminated with the contlagra- 
tion of the cabins of the sellers. Gen Hull had made 
the ignontinigus surrender of his forees at Detroit. 
Under these despairing citeunstances, Gov, Ilarrison 
Was appointed hy President Madison commmander-in- 
chief of the Nort h-western ara, with orders to retake 
Detroit, and to protect the frontiers. ; 

It would be ditficult te place aman in a situation 
demanding more cnerpy, sayacity sand courage; but 
General Harrison ws found ejual to the position, 
and nebly and triumphantly did he meet all the re 
sponsibilities, 

He won the love of his soldiers by always sharing 
with then their fatigue. fis whele baggage, while 
Pttrsuing the fue up the Vheanes, was carried ino gy 
valise; anid his bedding consisted of a single blanket 
lashed over his saddle Vhinty-tive British oflicers, 
his prisoners of War, supped with him after the hattle. 
The only fare he could give them was beef roasted 
before the fire, without bread or salt. 

In 18:16, Gen, Harrison was chosen & member of 
the National Honse of Representatives, to represent 
the District of Ohio. ln Congress he Proved an 
active member; and whenever fie Spoke, It was with 
force of reason and power of clojuence, which anested 
the attention of all the inembers, 

In 18t9, Harrison was vlected to the Senate of 
Ohio; and in 1824, as oneofthe presidential electors 
of that State, he gave his vate for Henry Clay. ‘The 
Same year he was chosen to the United States Senate, 

In 1836, the friends Of Gen. Hartison brovgh: hin 
forward as 4 candidate for th: Presidency against 
Van Buren, but he was defeated.

Whigs 
and Democrats alike assailed hit, More and more, 
however, he brought hinself into sympathy with his 
old friends, the Democrats, until atthe close of his term, 
he uave his whole influenee to the Support of Mr, 
Polk, the Democratie candidate for his successar, 

On the qth of March, 1845, he retired from the 
hatassinents of office, turhe regret ofveither pa rty, ana 
probably to his own waspeakable relief. His first wile, 
Miss Letitia Christian, died in Washington, in 18.42; 
and in Tune, 18.44, President l'yler was again married, 
at New York, to Miss Julia Gardiner, a young lady of 
many personal and intellectual accomplishments.

With 
ardor which could scarcely be surpassed, he pressed 
forward in his studies, and in Jess than two and a half, 
years, in the autumn of 1815, entered the sophoinare; 
class in the University of North Carolina, at Chapel- 
Will, Here he was one of the most exemplary of 
scholars, punctual in every exercise, never allowing 


himself to be absent from a recilation or a religious 
service. 


We graduated in 1818, with the highest honors, be 
ing deemed the hest scholar of his class, both in 
mathematics and the classics. He was then twenty- 
three years of age. Mr. Polk’s health was at this 
lime much impaired by the assiduity with which he 
had prosecuted his studies. After a short season of 
relaxation he wept to Nashville, and entered the 
oftice of Telix Grundy, to study law. Here Mr. Polk. 
tenewed his acquaintance with Andrew Jackson, who 
resided on his plantation, the Jlermitage, but a few 
miles from Nashville. They had probably been 
slightly acquainted before. 

Mr. Polk's father was a Jeffersonian Republican, 
and James K. Polk ever adhered to the sane politi- 
cal faith, Me was a popular public speaker, and was“ 
constantly called upon to address the meetings of his 
jeuty friends. His skill asa speaker was such that 
he was popularly called the Napoleon of the stunip. 
Hle was a man of unblemished morals, genial and 
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tourtecus in his beating, and with that sympathetic 
Aature in the J0)$ and griefs of others which ever gave 
hin troops of friends. Iq 1823, Mr. Polk was elected 
to the Legislature of Tennessee. Here he gave his

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With an army into Texas to hold the country. He was 
sent first to Nueces, which the Mexicans said was the 
Western boundary of Texas, ‘Then he was sent nearly 
two hundred miles further west, to the Rio Grande, 
where he erected batteries which commanded the 
Mexican city of Matamoras, which was situated on, 
the western banks. 

The anticipated collision soon took place, and wai 
was declared agaist Mexico hy President Polk. ‘The 
War was pushed forward by Mr. Polk's administration 
with great vigor. Gen. Taylor, whose ariny was first 
called one of “ observation,” then of “ OccUpition,’ 
then of “invasion,” "2s sent forward to Monterey. The 
fecble Mexicans, in every encounter, were hopelessly 
and awfully slaughtered. ‘The day of judgement 
alone can reveal the misery which this war caused. 
Tt was by the ingenuity of Mr. Polk's adiuinistration 
that the war was brought on, 

“Yo the victors belong the spoils." Mexico was 
Prostrate before us. Her capital was in our hands. 
We now consented to peace upon the condition that 
Mexico should Surrender to us, in addition to Texas, 
all of Ney Mexico, and all of Upper and Lower Cal. 
fornia. ‘This new demand embraced, exchisive of 
Texas, eight hundred thousand square miles. This 
was an extent of territory equal to nine States of the 
size of New York. Thus slavery was securing cighteen 
majestic States to be added tu the Union: There were 
some Americans who thonght it all Nght: there were 
others who thought it all Wrong. In the prosecution 
of this war, we expended twenty thousand lives and 
more than a hundred million of dollas. Of this 
money fifteen millions were paid to Mexico. 

On the 3c of March, 1849, Mr. Polk tetired from 
office, having served one term. The next day was 
Sunday. On the sth, Gen. Taylor was inaugurated 
as his successor, Mr Polk rode to the Capitol in the 
Same Carriage with Gen, ‘Faylor; and the same even. 
ing, with Mrs. Polk, he commenced his return 
Tennessee. He was then but fifty-four years of age. 
He had ever been Strictly temperate in all his habits, 
and his health was pood. With an anple fortune, 
a choice library, a cultivated mind, and domestic ties 
of the dearest Nature, it seemed ag though tony years 
of tranquility and happiness were before him.

In this front- 
ier home, away frum eivilization and 
allits refinements, young Zachary 
could enjoy but few social and educational advan- 
lages. When six years of age he attended a connnon 
school, and was then regarded as a bright, active boy, 
father remarkable for bluntness and decision of char- 
sea He was strong, femless and self-reliant, and 
Manifested a strony desire to enter the army to fight 
whe Indians who were ravaging the frontiers. There 
Yi Httle to he recorded of the uneventful years of his 
childhood on his father’s large Lut lonely plantation. 

In 1808, lis father succeeded in obtaining for him 
the commission of lieutenant in the United States 
army; and he joined the troops which were stationed 
— Orleans under Gen. Wilkinson. Soon afier 
this he married Miss Margaret Smith, a young lady 
from one of the first families of Maryland.

Every man, sick 
and well, sprang to his post. Every man knew that 
defeat was not merely death, but in the case of cap- 
ture, death by the most agonizing and prolonged tor- 
ture.

Though he selected an excellent cabinet, the good 
old man found himself ina Very uncongenial position, 
and was, at times, sorely perplexed and harassed. 
His mental sufferings were very severe, and probably 
tended to hasten his death. “The pro-slavery party 
Was pushing its claims with lircless cuergy, expedi- 
tions were fitting out to capture Cuba; California was 
Pleading for adinission to the Union, while slavery 
Stood at the door to bar her out. Gen. ‘Vaylor found 
the political coniliers in Washington to be far more 
trying to the nerves than battles with Mexicans or 
Indians. 

In the midst of all these troubles, Gen. Taylor, 
afler he had occupied the Presidential chair but Inde 
Over it year, took cold, and after a brief sickness of 
but little over five days, died on the oth of fuly, 1850.

The young clothier had now attained the age of 
nineteen years, and was of fine personal appearance 
and of gentlemanly demeanor.

There is in many minds a strange delusion ahouy 
a collegiate education.

But 
iL was necessary to ussockue with him on the same 
licket some man of reputation as a statesman, 

Under the influence of these considerations, the 
names of Zachary ‘Taylor and Millard Fillmore became 
the rallying-ery of the Whigs, as their candidates for 
President and Vice-leesident. The Whig ticket was 
signally tiuniphant. On the 4th of March, 1849, 
Gen. Taylor was inaugurated President, and Millard 
Fillmore Viec-President, of the United States. 

On the gth of July, 1850, President ‘Taylor, but 
about one yeur and four months after his inaugure 
tion, was suddenly taken sick and died. By the Con- 
stitution, Vice-President Fillmore thus became Presi- 
dent. He appointed a very able cabinet, of which 
the illustrious Daniel Webster was Secretary of State. 

Mr. Fillmore had very serious difficulties to contend 
with, since the opposition had a majority in loth 
Nouses. He did everything in his power to coneiliate 
the South; but the pro-slavery party in the South felt 
the inadequacy of all measures of transient conciliation, 
The population of the free States was so rapidly in- 
Creasing over that of the slave States that it was in- 
evitable that the power of the Government should 
S00n pass into the hands of the free States. ‘The 
famous compromise measures were adopted under Mr, 
Fillmcre’s adminstration, and the Japan. Expedition 
was sentout. On the sth of Match, 1853, Mr. Jill 
nore, having served one term, retired. 

Tn 1856, Mr. Fillmore was nominated for the Pres- 
idency by the “ Know Nothing ” party, but was beaten 
by Mr. Buchanan. After that Mr. Fillmore hved in 
retirement, During the terrible conflict of civil war, 
he was mostly silent. Lt was generally supposed that 
his sympathies were rather with those who were ene 
deavoriny to overthrow our institutions. President 
Fillmore kept aloof from the conilict, without any 
cordial words of cheer to the one party or the other 
He was thus forgotten by both. THe Itved to a ripe 
old age, and diced in Buffalo. N. Y., March 8, 1874.

political career into which Judge Woodbury was en- 
tering, all tended to entice Mr, Pierce into the faci- 
nating yet perilous path of political life.

The anti-slavery sentiment, goaded 
by preset outrages, had been rapidly increasing; all 
the intellectual ability and social wouh of Mresident 
Pierce were forgotten in deep veprebension of his ad-

Proved, and perhaps, also, feeling that he had 
rendered himself so unpopular as no longer to he 
able acceptably to serve them, ungratefully dropped 
him, and nominated James Buchanan to succeed him.

declared that Congress had no power to enforce its 
laws in any State which had withdrawn, er whieh 
Was attempting to withdraw from the Union. This 
Wis not the dactrine of Andrew Jackson, When, with 
his hand upon bis sword hilt, he exclaimed, “ The 
Union must and shall be Preserved!” 

South Carolina secededin December, 1860; nearly 
three months before the inauguration of President 
Lincoln.

In his loose policy of reconstruction and geucral 
amnesty, he was opposed by Congress; and he char. 
acterized Congress as a new rebellion, and ta Wlessly 
defied it, in everything possible, to the utmost. In 


the beginning of 1868, on account of “high crinies 
and misdemeanors,” the principal of which was the 


removal of Secretary Stanton, in violation of the ‘Ten- 
ure of Office Act, articles of impeachment were pre- 
fetred against him, and the trial began March 23. 

Tt was very tedious, continuing for nearly three 
months, A test article of the impeachment was at 
length submitted to the court for its action. It was 
certain that as the court voted upon that article so 
Would it vote upon all. Thirty-four veices pronounced 
the President guilty. As a two-thirds vote Was neces- 
Siry to. his condenination, he was Pronounced ac. 
quitted, notwithstanding the great majority against 
hin. ‘The change of one vote from the nol guilty 
side would have sustained the impeachment. 

The Py esident, for the remainder of his terra, was 
but little regarded. He continued, though Impotentl, 
his conflict with Congress. His own party did not 
think it expedient to renominate him for the Presi- 
deney. ‘Phe Nution rallied, with enthusiasm unpar- 
uleled since the days of Washington, around the name 
of Gen. Grant. Andrew Johnson wag forgotten. 
The bullet of the assassin introduced him to the 
President's chair, Notwithstanding this, never 
there presented to a man a better opportunity to im- 
MOrlalize his name, and to win the gratitude of a 
nation, Me failed utterly. He retired to his home 
in Greenviile, Tenn., taking no very xetive part in 
politics until 1875. On Jan. 26, after an exciting 
struggle, he was chosen by the Legislature of Ten-

Mm 
preparation for the march to the city of Mexico, he 
was appointed quartermaster of his regiment. At the 
batde of Molino del Rey, he was promoted to a 
first licutenancy, and was brevetted captain at Cha- 
pultepec. 

At the close of the Mexican War, Capt. Grant Tee 
turned with his regiment to New York, and was again 
sent to one of the military posts on the frontier. “Phe 
discovery of gotd in California causing an immense 
tide of emigration to flow to the Pacific shores, Capt: 
Grant was sent with a battalion to Fort Dallas, in 
Oregon, for the protection of ihe interests of the tm- 
migranis. Life was wearisome in those wilds. Capt. 
Grant resigned his commission and returned to the 
States; and having married, entered upon the culuva- 
tion of a smal! fann near St. Louis, Mo. He had but 
litle skill as a farmer. Finding his toi] not re- 
munerative, he turned to mercantile hfe, entering into 
the leather business, with a younger brother, at Ga- 
Jena, III. ‘This was in the year 1860. As the tidings 
of the rebels fring on Fort Sumpter reached the cars 
of Capt. Grant in his counting-room, he said,— 
“Unele Sam has educated me for the army: though 
] have served him through one war, I do not feet that 
T have yet repaid the debt. Tam still ready todiseharye 


any obligations. ¥ shall therefore buckle on my sword 


and see Uncle Sam through this war too.” 

He went into the streets, raised a company of vol- 
unteers, and led them as their exptain to Springfield, 
the capital of the State, where their services were 
offered to Gov. Yates. The Governor, tinpressed by 
the zeal and straightforward executive ability of Capt. 
Grant, gave him adesk in his offices, to assist in the 
volunteer organization that was being fonned ti the 
State in behalf of the Goverument.

Gen. Grant decided as suon as he took charge uf 
tle army to concentrate the widely-dispersed National 
troops for an attack upon Riclunond, the nomina; 
capital of the Rebellion, and endeavor there to de- 
Stroy the rebel armies which would be promptly as- 
sembled from all quarters for its defence. The whole 
continent seemed to tremble under the trampof these 
majestic atmnies, Tushing to the decisive battle field. 
Steamers were crowded with troops. Railway trains 
were burdened -with closely packed thousands, His 
plans were comprehensive and involved a series of 
campaigns, which were executed with remarkable en- 
crgy and ability, and were consummated at the sur. 
render of Jce, April 9, 186s. 

The war was ended. The Union was saved. ‘The 
almost unanimous voice of the Nation declared Gen. 
Grant to be the most prominent instrument in its sale 
vation. The eminent services he had thus rendered 
the country brought him conspicuously forward as the 
Republican candidate for the Presidential chair. 

Althe Republican Convention held at Chicago, 
May 2t, 1868, he was unanimously nominated for the 
Presidency, and at the 
majority of the popular 
clectoral votes, 

The National Convention of the Republican party 
which met at Philadelphia on the 5th of June, 1872, 
placed Gen. Grant in nomination for a second term 
hy a unanimous vote. The selection was em:phati- 
cally indorsed by the jeople five months later, 292 
electoral yotcs being cast for him, 

Soon after the close of his second term, Gen. Grant 
Started upon his famous trip around the world. He 
Visited almost every country of the eivitized world, 
and was Everywhere received with such ovitions 
and demonstiations of respect and honor, private 
&s well as publie and official, as were never before: 
bestowed upon any citizen of the United States. 


He was the most prominent candidate before the 
Republican National Convention in 1880 for a re- 
nomination for President. Ee went to New Youk and 
embarked in the brokerage Lnsiness under the firm 
nameof Grant & Ward. The latter proved a villain, 
wrecked Grant's fortune, and for larceny was sent to 
the venitentiary. ‘The General Was attacked with 
cancer in the throat, but suffered in his stuic-like 
Mauner, never conplaining. He was re-instated Is 
General of the Atmy and retired by Congress. ‘Ihe 
cancer soon finished its deadly work, and July 24, 
1885, the nation went in Mourning over the death of

The father of President Hayes was an industrious, 
frugal and opened-hearted man.

chanical turn, and could mend a plow, knit a stock- 
ing, or do almost anything else that he choose to 
undertake. fe was a member of the Church, active 
in all the benevolent enterprises of the town, and con- 
ducted his business on Christian principles. After 
the close of the war of 1812, for reasons inexplicable 
19 his neighbors, he resolved to emizrate 10 Ohio. 

The journey from Vermont to Ohio in that day.

When in the highest seats of honor 
the humblest fiend of his heyhood was as kindly 
greeted as ever. ‘lhe poorest laborer was sure of the 
sympathy of one who had known all the bitterness 
of waat and the sweetness of bread earned by the 
sweat of the brow. Ile was ever the simple, plain, 
modest genleman. 

The highest ambition of young Garfield until hz 
was about sixteen years old was to be a captain of 
a vessel on Lake Exic. Je was anxious to go aboard 
a vessel, which his mother strongly opposed. She 
finally consented to his going to Cleveland, with the 
understanding, however, that he should try to obtair 
some other kind of employment. He walked all the 
way to Cleveland. ‘This was his first visit to the city 
After making many applictions for work, and trying 
to get aboard a lake vessel, and not meeting with 
success, lhe engaged as a driver for his cousin, Amos 
Letcher, on the Ohio & Pennsylvania Canal. He re-

his brilliant services at Chickamanga, where he won 
the stars of the Major-General. 

Without an effort on his part Gee Garfield war 
clected to Congress in the fall of 1862 from the 
Nineteenth District of Ohio. ‘his section of Ohio 
Congress for sixty yeara 
mainly by two men—EFElisha Whittlesey and Joshua 
R. Giddings. Jt was not without a Struggle that he 
tesigned Mis place in the anny. At the tine heen. 
tered Congress he was the youngest member in that 
body, There he remained by successive re. 
elections until he was clected President in 1880. 
Ot his labors in Congress Senator Hoar stys: “Since 
the year 1864 you cannot think of a question which 
has been debated in Congress, ar discussed before a 
tibunel of the American people, in regard to whict 
you will not find, if yon wish instruction, the argu. 
tment on one side stated, in almost every instance 
better than by anybody else, in some speech made in 
the House of Representatives or on the hustings by 
Mr. Garfield.” 

Upon Jan. 14, 1880, Gen, Garfield was ¢clected to 
the U.S. Senate, and on the. eighth of Tune, of the 
same year, was nominated as the canilidate of his 
party for President at the great Chicago Convention. 
He was elected in the following November, and on 
March 4, 1881, was luauguiated. Probably no ad- 
ministration ever opened ils existence under brighter 
auspices than that of President Garfield, and every 
day it grew in favor with the people, and by the first 
of July he had completed all the initiatory and pre- 
liminary work of his adtuinistration and was prepar- 
Ng tO leave the city to meet his friends at Williams 
College. While on his way and at the depot, in com- 
bany with Secretary Blaine, a man Stepped behind 
him, drew a revol ver, and fired directly at his back, 
Vhe President tottered and fell, end as he did so the 
assassin fired a second shot, the bullet cutting the 
left coat sleeve of his victim, but inflicting no further 
injury. It has been very truthfully said that this was 
“the shot that was heard round the world" Never 
Lefore in the history of the Nation had anything oc. 
curred which so nearly froze the blood af the peopie 
for the moment, as this awful deed. Tle was sniit- 
fen on the brightest, gladdest day of all his life, and 
was at the suminit of his power and hope. Fureighty 
days, all during the hat months of Juiy and August, 
he lingered and suffered. He, however, remained 
Muster of himself till the last, and by his maynificent 
bearing was leaching the country and the world the 
noblest of human lessons—how to live grandly inthe 
very cluteh of death. Great in life, he was surpass- 
nely great in death. Te passed] serenely away Sept. 
19, 1883, at Elberon, N. |.,0n the very bank of the 
ocean, where he had been taken shortly previous. ‘Phe 
world wept at his death, as it never had done on the 
death of any other man who had ever lived upon it.

Young Arthur was educated at 
Union College, Schenectady, where 
he excelled in all his studies. Af 
ter his graduation he taught school 
in Vermont for two years, and at 
the expiration of that time came to 
New York, with S500 in Is pocket, 
and entered the office of ex-Judge 
Bh. D. Culver as student. After 
being admitted to the bar he formed 
@ partnership with his intimate friend and rooni-mate, 
Henry D. Gardiner, with the intention of practicing 
‘the West, and for three months they roamed about 
in the Western States in search of an eligible site,

oon aflerward married the daughter of Lieutenant 
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Herndon, of the United States Navy, whe was lost at 
sea, Congress voted a gold medal to his widow in 
recognition of the Lravery he displayed on that occa- 
sion, Mrs. Arthur died shortly before Mr. Arthur's 
nomination to the Vice Presidency, ‘leaving two 
children, 

Gen. Arthur obtained considerable legal celebrity 
in his first great case, the famous Lemmon suil, 
brought to recaver possession of eight slaves who had 
been declared free by Judge Paine, of the Superior 
Court of New York City. It was in 1852 that Jon, 
athan Tefnmon, of Virginia, went to New York with 
his slaves, tending to ship them to Texas, when 
they were discovered and freed. The Judge decided 
that they could not be held by the owner under the 
Fugitive Slave Law. A howl of rage went up from 
the Sonth, and the Virginia Legislature authorized the 
Atlorney General of that State to assist in an appeal. 
Wm. M. Evarts and Chester A. Arthur were employed 
to represent the People, and they won their case, 
which then went to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Charles O'Conor here espoused the cause 
of the slave-holders, but he Loo was beaten by Messrs 
Farts and Arthur, and a long step was taken toward 
the emancipation of the black race. 

Another great service was rendered by Gencral 
Arthur in the same cause in 1856. Lizzie Jennings, 
a respectable colored woman, was put off a Fourth 
Avenue car with violence after she had paid her fare. 
General Arthur sued on her behalf, and secured a 
verdict of Ssoo damages. “Phe next day the compa- 
ny issued an order to admit colored persons to ride 
on their cars, and the other car companies quickly 
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followed their example. Before that the Sixth Ave- 
nue Company ran a few special cars for colored per- 
*ons and the other lines refused to let them ride at all. 

General Arthur was a delegate to the Convention 
at Saratoga that founded the Republican party. 
Previous to the war he was Judge-Advocate of the 
Second Brigade of the State of New York, and Gov- 
Ernor Morgan, of that State, appointed him Engineer. 
in-Chief of his staff, In 1861, he was made Inspee- 
tor General, and soon afterward became Quartermas- 
'er-General. Jn each of these offices he rendered 
Breat service to the Government during the war, At 
the end of Governor Morgan’s tenn he resumed the 
Practice of the law, forming a partnership with Mr. 
Ransom, and then Mr. Phelps, the District Attorney 
of New York, was added to the firm. The legal prac- 
tice of this well-known firm was very large and luecra- 
tive, each of the gentlemen composing it were able 
lawyers, and possessed a splendid local reputation, if 
Not indeed one of national extent. 

He always took aleading part in State and ciy 
Police: lo was appointed Collector of the Port of 
New York by President Giant, Nov. 21 1872, to suc- 
ceed Thomas Murphy, and held the office until July, 
70, 1878, when he was succeeded by Collector Merritt, 

Mr. Arthur was nominated on the Presidential 
ticket, with Gen, James A. Garfield, at the famous 
National Republican Convention held at Chicago in 
June, 1880. This was perhaps the greatest political 
COnvention that ever assembled on thecontinent. Ik 
Was Composed of the Jeading politicians of the Re- 
Ptblican party, all able men, and each stood finn and 
fought vigorously and with signal tenacity for their 
Tespective candidates that were before the conven- 
Hon for the nomination, Finally Gen, Garfield. re- 
Ceived the nomination for President and Gen. Arthar 
for Vice-President. The campaign which followed 
Was one of the mast animated known inthe histary of 
Our country, Gen. Wancock, the standard-bearer of 
the Democratic party, was a popular man, and his 
Party made a valiant fight for his election.

in deed or look of this man, even though the mos? 
honored position in the world. was at any momen 
likely to fall to him. 


At last God in his merey relieved President Gar. 
field from farther sullering, and the world, as never 
before in its history ever the death of any othe: 
man, wept at his bier. ‘Phen it became the duty of 
the Vice President to xssume the responsibiljrics of 
the high office, and he took the oath in New York. 
Sept. 20, 1881, The position was an embarrassing 
one to him, made doubly so from the facts that all 
eyes were on him, anxious to know what he would do, 
what policy he would pursue, and who he would se- 
leet as advisers, The duties of the office had been 
freatly neglected during the President’s long illness, 
and many important measures were to be inmediately 
decided by him; and still farther to embarrass him he 
did not fail to realize under what circumstances he 
became President, and knew the feelings of many on 
this point. Under these trying circumstances resident 
Arthur took the reins of the Governinent in Fis own 
hands; and, as embarrassinp as were the condition of 
affairs he happily Surprised the nation, nets so 
wisely hat hut few criticised his administration, 
He served the nation well and faithfully, until the 
close of his administration, March 4, 7885, and was 
a popular candidate before his party for a second 
term. His name was ably Presented before the con- 
vention at Chicago, and was received with great 
favor, and doubuess but for the personal popularity 
of one of the opposing candidates,

definite length of time. Otherwise he did not ex- 
hibit as yet any particular “flashes of genius” or 
eccentricities of talent.

Bayard, Roswell P, Flower, Thomas A, Hendricks, 
Benjamin F. Butler, Allen G. Thurman, ete: and he 
was elected by the People, hy a majority of alwut a 
thousand, over the brilliant and long-tried Repub- 
licun Statesman, James G. Blaine. President Cleve- 
land resigned his office as Governor of New York in 
January, 188s, in order to prepare for his duties as 
the Chief Executive of che United States, in which.

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{ENJAMIN JIARRISON, the 
=i\\ twenty-third President, is 
_ wee the descendant of one of the 
" historical families of this 
‘2 country. The head of the 
family was « Major General 
iJurrison, one of Oliver 
Cromwell’s trusted follow- 
ers and fichters. In the zenith of Crom- 
well's power it became the duty of this 
Harrison to participate in the trial of 
Charles I, and afterward tc sign the 
death warrant of the king, He subse- 
queutiy paid for this with his life, being 
hung Oct. 15, 1660. Tis descendants 
came to America, and the next of the 
famity that appears in history is Kenja- 
tin Marrison, of Virginia, great-grand- 
fathe: of the subject of this sketch, and 
after Whom he was named. Benjamin Harrison 
*a8AmMember of the Continental Congress during 
the years 1774-5—6, and was one of the original 
Ms Me of the Declaration of Independence. He 

va three times elected Goveruor of Virginia. 

&n. William Heury Harrison, the son of the 





distinguished patriot of the Revolution, after a sue 
cessful career as a soldier during the War of 1812, 
sid with-a clean record as Governor of the North- 
western Territory, was elected President of the 
United States in 1840. His carger was cut short 
by death within one month after his incuguration. 

President Harrison was born at North Tend, 
Hamilton Co., Ohio, Aug, 20,1833. His life upto 
the time of his graduation by the Miami University, 
at Oxford, Ohio, was the uneventful one of a coun. 
try lad of a family of small means, His father was 
able to give him a good education, and nothing 
more, Jie beeame engaged while at college to tho 
danghter of Dr, Scott, Principal of a female schoo 
at Oxford, After graduating he determined to en. 
ter upon the study of the law. He went ta Cin 
cinnati and then read Jaw for two years. At the 
expiration of that time young IJarrison reecived the 
only inheritance of his Jife; his aent dying left bin: 
a lot valued at 3800, He reganied this legacy as & 
fortune, and decided to get married at once, taks 
this money and go to some Eastern town an? be. 
gin the practice of law. We sold his lot, and with 
the money in his pocket, he started out with his 
young wife tu fight for a place in the world. He 
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decided to go to 
that, tine He met with slight 
encouragement at first, making scarcely anything 
the first year. He worked diligently, applying hin- 
Self closely to his calling, built up an extensive 
Practice and took a leading rank in the legal pro- 
fession. We is the father of two children. 

Tn 1860 Mr. Harrison was nominated for the 
Position of Supreme Court Reporter, and then be- 
Gun his experience as a Stiup speake; He can- 
vassed the State thoroughly, and was elected by a 
handsome majority. In 1862 he raised the 17th 
Indiana Tnfantry, and was chosen its Colonel, His 
regiment was composed of ‘he rawest of material, 
Dut Col. Harrison employed all his time at first 
Mastering military tactics and drilling his men, 
When he therefore came to move toward the East 
With Sherman his regiment was one of the best 
frilleg and organized in the army. At Resaea he 
*speeially distinguished himself, and for his bra vory 
# Peachtree Creck he was made a Brigadier Gen- 
eral, Gen. Hooker speaking of him in the most 
*omplimentary Lerins, , 

During the absence of Gen. Iarrison in the field 
he Supreme Court declared the office of the Su.

Phe 
convention whieli assembled in Chicago in June anu 
named Mr, Harrison as the chief standard bearer 
of the Republican party, was great in every partic- 
ular, and on this account, and the attitude it ag. 
sumed upon the vital questions of the day, chief 
nong which was the tariff, awoke a deep interest 
in the campaign throughout the Naticn. Shortly 
after the nomination delegations began to visit Mr. 
Harrison at Indinnapolis, his home. ‘This move. 
ment became popular, and from all Sections of the 
country societies, clubs and delegations journeyed 
thither to pay their respects to the distinguished 
statesman. ‘The popularity of these was greatly 
increased on account of the remarkable speeches 
made by Mr. Harrison, le spoke daily all through 
the suminer and autumn to these Visiting delega- 
lions, and so varied, masterly and eloquent were 
his speeches that they at onee placed hig jn the 
foremost rank of American orators and slatesmen, 

On account of his eloquenee as a speaker and biz 
power asa debater, he was called upon at an une 
commonly cariy age to take partin the Uscussion 
of the great questions that then began 19 agitate 
the couutry. He Was aL. ungompromising anti 
slavery man, and wag matched against some of the 
most eminent Demoeratie speakers of his State 
No man wlio felt the touch of his blade do: ‘red ée. 
be pitted with him ugain, With all his 2" oq- ence 
ts an orator he never spoke for oratories, effeet, 
but his words always went like bullets to the mark 
He is jutrely Asnoriean in his ideas and js a splex 
did type of the Ameriean statesman, Gifted with 
quick pereeption, a logical mind and a ready tongue, 
he is one of the most distinunished impromptu 
speikers in the Nation. Many of these speeches 
sparkled with the rarest of cloquenee and gontained 
arguinents of greatest weight. Many of his terse 
stlements have already beeome aphorisms. Qrigh. 
wl in thought. precise in logic, 
yet withal faultless in eloquence, he 
the sound statesman 
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first Governor of Kansas, 
was elected under the Wy- 
andutte Constilution, and 
upon the admission of the 
Stute, dau.

In reviewing the cxreer of a prominent public 
man, it caanot he ealled complete without the st ory 
of his carly life. Gov. Robinson was born at 
Ilardwick, Mass., July 21, 1818, and received a 
good common-school and academic education, be- 
sides two years’ drill at Amherst College. His 
father, Charles Robinson, was a pious and consei- 
entious man, who cherished an inherent hatred of 
slavery, und the Iatter quality of his father’s char- 
acter Charles inhorited in a marked degree. Upon 
religious subjects, however, he was always inde- 
pendent and liberal, and is considered heterodox, 
although for the great principles of Christianity, 
which serve to improve society and make better 
men and women, he has the highest regard. 

There is but little whieh is ideal or sentimental 
in the nature of Gov. Robinson, as his life has 
been spent prineipally dealing with men upon prac- 
tical prineiples. Before coinpleting his studies he 
was obliged to leave college on account of ill- 
health, aud his eyes failing him from hard stndy, 
he walked forty miles to consult a celebrated phy- 
sician, Dr. ‘I'wichel, of Keene, N. If, and there 
beeune se sensibly impressed with both the qnack- 
eries Of medicine as su often practiced, and the real 
utility of the healing art as a science, that he deter- 
mined to study medicine, and afler a preparatory 
course entered for a series of lectures at Woeod- 
stock, Vi., and Vittsfield, Mass., and from the 
schoo! of the latler he was sraduated, reccivine his 
diploma with the high honors of the class. Subse- 
quently he became connected with the celebrated 
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Dr. 3. G. Holland in the management of a hospital, 
Tn 1849 he started out “8 a physicin to a colony 
bound overland to California, They arrived in 
Kansas City April 1@, and on the 10th of May fol- 
lowing, left. with ox and mule teams for the Tacitie 
Slope. 

On the 11th of May, thirty-nine years ago, rid- 
ing his horse at the head of a colony of gold- 
Seekers, Gay. Robinson ascended Mt. Oread, where 
Now sands the State University of Kansus, whose 
Regent, he has been for thirteen consecutive 
years, as well us its faithful, intelligent and 
Ous friend, In his note beok at that time he wrote 
that if the Jand was opened to settlement and entry, 
he would §0 u0 further, as there seemed to be gold 
“nough for all human wants in the rich soil of the 
Kay Valley, and beauty enough in the rolling prai- 
ties beyond to meet all the aspirations of ordinary 
Men. He pushed ou, however, to California, and 
there followed a variety of oceupations, being mi- 
ner, restaurantenr, editor aud member of the Leg- 
islature, Then he returned to Hassachusetts, and 
in 1852 Commenced the publiextion of the Fiteh- 
burg News, which he conducted two yenrs. 

Al the time of the repeal of {he Missouri Com- 
Promise, and the infense excitement coincident 
With the organization of the Lerritories of Kansas 
and Nebraska, Goy. Robinson wus sent out by 
the New England Aid Society to Kansas, charged 
With SAving it to freedom. Inthe darkest hours of 
bhiat Jong struggle, as well as in its hour of viefory, 
lhe Scenied to be the one safe Counselor and Jeader 
Of the Bree-State forces. 1 tis California experience 
had rounded and ripened « robust nature, and the 
Perils that the hero of the squatter troubles had 
Passed throneh in that strauge combination of eraft

Sas Work. In the “Wehkarasn War,” when the city 
of Lawrence, only 600 strong, was besieged by an 
SPposing force of 1,200, Dr, Robinson, as he was 
Called jy those days, was chosen Major General of 
ely Free-State party, Fle constructed forts and 
"ile. pits Which did their Service, bnt as a newotiator 
bey diplomat he excelled.

Tu 1855 the Iree-State men had beea driven 
from the polls. Robinson was anon the first ty 
repudiate the authority of the bogus laws, and was 
uiniinously chosen a delegate to the convention 
whieh met at Topeka to formulate a State govern- 
ment. From May, 1836, until Seplember, he wasa 
Prisoner at Locompton, charged with treason. Af. 
ter serving his tern as the first Governor of the 
State, he was, in 1872, chosen a member of the 
Lower House of the Legislature, and in 1874 
vleeted’ State Senator and re-eleeted inf S76. At 
the last cleetion he came within forty-three votes 
of beating bis opponent for the State Senate, and 
where the party majority of the Jatter was about 
1,500. 

Gov, Robinson has been twice married. By 
his first wife, Miss Sarah Adams, daughter of 
a highly respected Massachusetts farmer, two chil- 
dren were bern and beth died in infaney.- The 
mother died in 1846. On the 80th of October, . 
1851, he was married to Miss Sarah D. ‘LL. Law- 
renee, daugliter of 2 distinguished Massachusetts 
Juwyer, aud conneeted with the celebrated Laww- 
reuee family of that State. Of this union there 
we no children. Mrs. Robinson is a lady of 
high literary eultnre, and has written one of the 
best of the many books which have been published 
on Kansas, Though highly accomplished. she is 
not much of a society woman, being content to 
dwell quietly at home on their furin, whieh lies 
five miles out from Lawrenee, utd is the resort 
of many friends, who meet a refined and elegant 
haspitality. 

Robinson pre-empted a portion 
of the land which, upon his journey to Calitor- 
nin, he had viewed with so much diniration, Ile 
now hus one of the finest homes in his seetion 
of country, where he resides in afttuent. cireum- 
stanees, busying himself in looking after his farm, 
esteemed Ly his neighbors, and amply honered hy 
the great State, in Jaying the firm foundations of 
Which he rendered sneh etligient serviee over a 
quarter of a century ayo,

ITis father, James 
Carney, was of Irish descent, be- 
ing the grindsou of one of the 
Saine name, who came to this 
country and assisted the Colonies 
in the war with Great Britain. 
His mother was remotely of Ger- 
man descent, and like his father 
was born in Peunsylvania.

Cincinnati. He obtained, while in the retail house, 
850 a year and his hoard for the first year’s serv- 
ige, and for the second year 5100. At the end 
of this period he was given a quarter interest in 
the firm, with his name at the hend of it. A rise 
of 80 great rapidity is unpreeedented. He resided 
in Cincinnati twelve years, 

Mr. Carney’s health became imputved by his de- 
yotion to business, and in 1857 le visited the West, 
and cominenced bnsiness in Leavenworth in the 
spring of 1858. Jn 1861 he was elected to the 
State Legislature, and in 1862 was elected Gov. 
ernor, He entered on his duties the ist of Jauu- 
ary, 1863, xt a time when Kansas affairs were in 
# most criliea!l condition. 

In 1864 he was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate, but as there was some doubt as to whether or 
not the time at whieh the election was held was 
the proper one, he declined the position. He was 
soon after elected Mayor of Leavenworth, aud was 
re-elected, Since that period, 1566, he has occupied 
himself wholly with his private business. 

‘Lhe earlier struggles of the future Governor 
were arduous and severe, but probably had their 
effect in strengthening him for the eareer fer which 
he was destined. When he took possession of the 
gubernatorial office, in Jannary, 1863, he found the 
State of Kansas but litsle better than a political and 
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financial wreck. A local writer referring to that 
Perio says, that the “Stute was in peril at almost 
“very point, and its settled portions were one Ex 
tended camp. A rebel foree hovered on its eastern 
1a southern horders, while Indians were mnnidering 
And serlping in the west, Nothing short of a con- 
stant vigilance could prevent Che rebel enemy 
luvading the State and butehering the people.” 

An appeal was made to the Iniitary nuthorities 
for assistance and to Gov. Carney for protection. 

U was ata time when the General Government was 
Loo busy with the Rebellion to give close attention 
60 liatters in a wew and renwte Staite, and hence 
the Governor was obliged to depend on his own 
Fesourees, He was equal to the cmergeney. ‘Ebe 
Stute had no money, NO men, no arms, pe ammuni-

#0ng, and saon sutistied himself that something lad 
to be done, or the State wonld be overwhelmed by 
the Perils which threatened it, In the counties 
Which were more partionlarly threatened, the popu- 
‘tion becanie unetsy, and removals were being 
made to places of sifety by so many of the resi- 
feats that there loomed ups probability that the 
Cntire rezion would beeame a desert, 

Afler looking over the ground, Gov. Carney de-

Che inili- 
lary was seatlered in squalls over a distance of 
twenty-five miles along the border, and when Chuan 
trell moved into Kansas te had no diflioulty in 
marching hetweenu the Federal divisions. ‘lhe mareh 
of Quantrell was entirely unknown and wholly un- 
expected. Not # living soul knew that he was in 
the State when he arrived before Lawrenee. A 
man living on the route taken by the guerrillas saw 
them, and monnted a horse and undertook to carry 
the information to Lawrenee. This horse feli and 
the riders neck was broken, and thus the sole wit- 
ness of the invasion was silenced.”’ 

It will show the benevolent disposition of the 
Governor to state that from his own pocket he gave 
%500 to the widow of the man who undertook to 
carry the warning of danger to Lawrence. 

The entire official career of Gov. Carney was of 
the stormiest and most perplexing character, and it is 
certain that, wilh an oftiein) head less clear and 
efficient, the embarrassments and perplexities of 
Kansas would have preved insoluble. Cool, self- 
possessed, firm, intelligent, he guided the State 
through the storms, breakers, whirlpools and rocks, 
which were encountered, and finally reached the 
harbor, with the vessel much battered but sound in 
frame aud in all essential particulars, 

The following is a copy of a resolution passed hy 
the Kansas Legislature «fter his term of office had 
expired: 


“Resolved by the House of Representatives of 
the State of Kunsas, that the thanks of this ITouse 
and the people of the State of Kansas are justly 
due to Hon. Thomas Curney, ate Governor of the 
State of Wanses, for the honest, faithful and jm- 
partial mauner in whieh he discharged his executive 
duties.” 


Gov. Carney is possessed of ample wealth, which 
he uses to the best advantage. His wife was le- 
becca Canady, of Kenton, Ohio, who has devoted 
muck of her time for a munber of years in caring 
for the orphaned children of the State. [His chil- 
dren are four in number, all hoys. 

No man in Kansas is more honored and re- 
Spected than he, and no man has done more, either 
in a publie or private way, for the advancement of 
the State and ils institutions, Its railroads, bridges, 
churches, schovl-louses, and its citizens needing 
wsistince, all bear witness to his liberality and 
bounty, 
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SSAMUEL J. CRAWFORD, the 
1) third Governor of the State of 
Kansns, was born in Lawrence 
County, Ind., April 10, 1835.

into the United States service. Ile served with the 
regiment, participating under the gallant Gen. 
Lyon in the battle of Wilsons Creck and various 
other battles of the Missouri Campaiza fought 
during the sunmer and fallof!861. In the winter 
of 1861--62, the regiment was re-organized, and 
became the 2d Kansas Cavalry. Capt. Crawford 
was assigued to the command of Company A, and 
soon thereafter promoted to the command of 2 
battalion. le participated with his regiment in the 
battles of Newtonis, Old Ft. Wayve, Cane Mill, 
Prairie Grove, Van Buren, and various other en- 
gagements fought by Gen. Blunt during the Trans- 
Aississippi eaimpaign of 1862. 

Tt was in these engagements that Capt Crawford 
developed extraordinary ability asa cavalry leader. 
At the battle of Old It. Wayne he charged the 
enemy's lines and captured a battery under circum- 
stanees which almost forbade the venture, and for 
which achievement he was coumlimented in General 
Orders. At the battles of Cane Ill and Prairie 
Grove he aequitted himself with grout credit, and 
was ugain complimented by the conimanding Gen- 
eral. In Mareh, 1863, although holding the rank 
of Captain, he was assigned to the command of the 
2d Kansas Cavalry, and led the regiment in the 
campaign of that year through the Indian Territory 
and Western Arkansas, which resulted in the butiles 
of Perryville, MeAllister and the Backbone Mount- 
nin, al the capture of Ft. Smith by the Federal 
arins. "The 2d Kansas Cavalry covered itself with 
glory in these memorable campaiens.

During the memorable years of 1867 and Lo6s, 
hostile bands of Indians hovered on the borders of 
Kansas, driving back the settlers, cheehing the eon- 
struction of the railroads aud threatening to eut off 
communiertion between Kansas and the Wesiern 
States und ‘Territories. For two years an Indian 
war of savage Lurbarity was earried on. Many 
settlers were killed, sealped, ani] their bodies mutil 
ated. Large amounts of property were captured 
und destroyed. Women and even children were 
outraged, and others carried inte captivity to suffer 
a fale worse than a thousand deaths. 

The Federal forces stationed on the border aid 
the State troops furnished by Gov. Crawford were 
inadequate for the protection of the people. The 
Indians followed their custom of taaking war dur- 
ing the summer months, and then retreating to their 
homes in the Indian Territory to be fed, elothed 
and nertured by the Government in winter. Finally, 
in August, 1868, the settlements of Northwest 
Kunsus were raided by these lndiaus, who killed 
and wounded some forty persons, carried wonien 
into captivity, and also committed other atrocities, 

As soon «s the terrible details of this last Inas- 
sacre reached the exrs of Gov. Crawford, he pro- 
ceeded at once to the scene ef disaster, saw that the 
dead were properly buried and the wounded eared 
for, returned to ‘Topeka, organized a regiment of 
cavalry, resigned the oflice of C:overnor, and with 
his regiment accompanied Gen. Sheridan on his his- 
lori¢ campaign into the interior of the wild country 
bordering on ‘l'exas, where the hostile tribes had 
always felt secure from punishment during the win- 
ter season. ‘These Indians were attacker and cap- 
tured in the Washita Valley, in Deeewher, 1868, 
und several of their chiefs held 2s hostages until the 
captive white women were delivered up. 

Gov. Crawford returned home after the close of 
this Guinpaign and has sinee been suecessfully en- 
guged in the practice of his profession. Nor. sta 
i866, he was married to Miss Isabel M. Chasy, 
au estinable and accomplished Indy, of ‘Topeka, 
where they now reside, and the union has been 
blessed by two children, daughter and son. Gov. 
Crawford ig possessed of an imposing presence, his 
height being six fect two inches. with the aceom- 
paniinent of a Tlereulean frame, symmetrieally 
proportioned, and a pair of shoulders Atlas might 
fairly envy.

Thomas A. Oshoru was born nearly fifty-two 
26, 1886. Ile 
attended the common schools of his neighborhood 
luring his boyhood, and at. the age of fifteen com- 
menced life as a printer hy car rying the newspapers 
of the office, Here he served a full apprenticeship, 
and in the meantime pursued the course of study 
which had been interrupted by the necessity of 
making his own living. By his labors ut the ease 
he was enabled in due time to earn ecnongh money 
(o pay his way through Allegheny College, aud in 
1856 he commenced the study of law in the office 
of Judge Derrrickson, of his native town. ‘Tbe 
year following he came to Michigan, and. was soon 
afterward admitted to the bar. In Novetpber, 
1857, he migrated to J\unsas, and began his exreer 
in the Territory at Lawrence, asa compositor in the 
vilice of the: Herald of Freedan. Sueh was his 
fidelity to duty, and his industry an@ eflicieney, 
that he was soon promoted to the position of foreman, 
and in Mareh, 1858, the editor of the paper, after 
a two-weeks absence, expressed his thanks “to his 
worthy foreman, ‘I. A. Osborn, Esq., for the very 
sutisfretory manner in whieh. he has conducted its 
columns.”

quiring great ingenuity and temperance of netion. 
Few men in bis position could have done hetter, 
and nore would probably lave failed in assisting to 
bring all these troubles to a peaceable conclusion. 

After leaving the Gubernatorial Chair in 1877, 
Mr. Osburn was appointed by President Hayes, 
United States Minister to Chili, Tn this position he 
remained for four years, when he was tendered hy 
President Garfield the position of Minister to the 
Empire of Brazil. This he necepied, and remained 
near the court of Don Pedro until the administra- 
tion of President Cleveland eae into power. 

Mr. Oshorn’s record as a foreign Minister was 
not only highly ereditable tu our own Nation, but 
doubly sv to him as an official and a citizen of the 
great penee-loving Republie of Americn. While in 
Chilt he was quite aetive in trying to hring to an 
end the bloody war in which that country was en- 
gaged with Pera and Bolivia, and in 1880 presided 
over a conference of representatives of the hellig- 
erent power on board the American an-of. war 
“Lackawanna” in the bay of Arica, which had in 
View that, object. He alse interested himself in 
Ininging to n peaceful conclusion the long-pending 
bomudary dispute between Chili and the Argentine 
Republic. For his valued and able Services in this 
¢ouncetion he received the thanks of both nations.

the purpose, us it was found desirable to establish a 
town not far from the center of Jlarper County, 
which enbraced large tracts of beautiful rolling 
land, The projected town was considered a 
matter of serious jmportanve, and not the least 
among the matters connected with its establishment 
was the name hy which it should be ealled. The 
descendants of Gov. Anthony may be pardoned if 
in preserving their family history they keep prop. 
erly in view this fact in connection therewith. The 
town sile was ninde to cover 320 acres, uid the first 
work of the company was to build a barracks for 
the accommodation of emigrants, and to dig Uiree 
publie wells. 

About as soon 2g the annonneement went forth 
that the “city of Anthony” was ready for setile- 
ment, about « dozen box houses sprang up as if by 
mMagi¢, aud were soon followed by a store of general 
merchandise, a hardware and a drug-stove, and closely 
upon the heels of these came a physician and an 
attorney.

was acquired. Ife soon mastered the elementary 
branches taught in the distriet sehoul, but deter. 
mined to carry on his education as soon as he could 
secure the means, and for this purpose, while yet 
youth, entered a store, but devoted his leisure 
hours to hig books. 

dn 1602 Mr. St. Join made his way to the Pa. 
cific Slope, and employed himself ut whatever he 
could find to to—wood-chopping, steamboating, 
mining, merchandising, ete. During the period of 
eight years, which were pregnant with adventure, 
hardship, danger and toil, if not of profit, he made 
voyages to Central Ameri¢z, South’ Amerien, 
Mexico, Oregon and the Sandwich Islands. lle 
Was engiged in the Indian Wars ef Northern Cali- 
fornia and Southern Oregon in 1852-53, in whieh 
he suffered all the perils and hardships incident to 
the struggles of that time, and was several times 
wounded in the service, 

During his mining tife in California the long- 
cherished predilection of Mr. St. John for the legal 
profession ripened into 2 definite purpose. Ife 
accordingly procured a few clamentary law books, 
and under eireumstanees caleulnted to try thie 
courige Of one less determiued, he commenced his 
law studies in his mining cnmup, reading each even- 
ing after the elose of the day's labor by the light 
of a burning pine knot or the wap fire. He thus 
pursued his studies laboriously for two years. In 
1860 he returned eastward with hut little more of 
this world’s goods than when he set out eight years 
before, but equipped with a yvieh experience, 3

“Shell unsought the various local offices 
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which fall tu. the lot of responsible citizens in the 
administration of town affairs, and as anardent Le- 
poblican had done acceptable work on the stutnp 
during the canvass of 1868. Pour years later he 
was elected Stale Senater from Johnson Couuty, 
and at once took a leading position, both on the 
floor as a debator, and in the committee rooms 
an eflicient business member, 

The temperance movement found a sturdy and 
fearless advocate of prohibition in Mr. St. Jolin. 
Consequently when the question came to be an 
issue in the politics of Kansas, he was at once rec- 
ognized as the fit exponent anc defender of the 
then unpopular doctrine, ‘The Kansas State Tem- 
peranee Convention accordingly nominated him as 
its candidate for Governor, in 1876. He declined 
the nomination, although in full accord with the 
convention on the issue if presented. That sine 
fall he was on the first ballot in the Republican 
convention, the Jeading gubernatorial candidate. 
On the seventh ballot he withdrew his name, which 
f‘etion resulted in the nomination and sibsequeat 
election of TLou.

At the Republican State Convention leld two 
years Tater at Topeka, in August, 1878, Mr. St, 
John received the Republican nomination for 
Governor. Considering the distracting clement of 
a third party, the campaign was brilliant and effect- 
ive, and the result one of the most Aecisive politi- 
eal victorics ever achieved in tue State. In 1880, 
in a total vote of 198,238, Mr. St. John wags ye- 
cleeted by x majority over the next highest candi- 
date of 51,647 and a majority over all of 32,170, 0

The great. exouus of the colored people from the 
Southern States to Kansas bevan in 1879,and Goy.

Mr. Glick commenced the practice of his profes- 
sion at Prement, Ohiv, where his careful attention 
to the interests of his clients secured hin a large 
patronage. Later he removed to Sandusky City, 
and in 1858 was made the Congressional nominee 
of the Democratic party in his distriet, but declined 
the honor in the presence of the convention, but 
secepled later the nomiuation for Stnte Senator. 
Although defeated, he ran nearly 2,000 votes aliead 
of his party ticket. Later he was elected Judge 
Advocate General of the 2d Regiment of the Sev- 
enteenth Division of the Ohio Militia, with the rank 
of Colonel, reeciving his commission froin Goy. 
Salmon ]. Chase. 

Late in 1858 Mr, Glick came to Kansas, locating 
in Atchison, and associated himself in the practice 
of law with Hon. Alfred G. Otis. ‘This gentleman 
was well versed in jurispredence, aud as Judge of 
the Second Judicial Distriet from Jannary, 1877, to 
January, 1881, won golden opinions as an adminis- 
trator of justice, ‘The firm of Olis & Glick eontin- 
ued fifteen years, and wis finally dissolved in con- 
seqnence Of n throat affection from which Mr. Glick 
had sulfered for some time, The firm settled up 
its affairs annually, never a dispute oeeurring, 
its last settlement having been effected within an 
hour, 

At the first clection held under the Wyandotte

Mr. Glick furthermore contended that. the reye- 
nue derived from the sale of intoxienting Hquors 
aided in paying the burdensome expenses following 
the wake of such sales, and that by the proposed 
Jew the burdens upon the public were iucressed 
While its ability to prevent them was decreased. 
lTe believed that if the Lill heeame a law it would 
‘increase the numbec of places where liquor would be 
sold, thereby resulting in the inerease of the evils of 
the tratlic, and also the expenses of protecting life and 
property and preserving the publie peace. - 

The early Kansas railroads feund in Gov. Glick 
a slanch snd etticient assistant, and he wus one 
of the first Directors of the Central Branch of the 
Union Pacilie, running west from Atchison, He 
was also a Director of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe—the important transportation line of the State 
and of the country west of the Mississippi. From 
the time of the organization of the Atchison & Ne- 
braska, he was its President to its completiou, und 
spent four years of incessant labor in order to effect, 
its construction from Atehison to the capital city 
of Omaha. Ie organized the Atchison Gas Com- 
pany aud seeured the building of the works. Many 
of the buildings in the city of Atchison, both busi. 
ness and dwelling-houses, were erected hy him, and 
he has geuerously disbursed his Capital Lo encourage 
those enterprises best culeulated to Dicrease the im- 
portinee of the city. 

Mr. Gliek was married at Massillon, Ohio, Sept. 
17, 1857, to Miss Mlizabeth, daughter of Dr. A, 
Ryder, of Fremont. that State. While he was State 
Executive his son Frederick was his private secre- 
lary. This son and a daughter Jennie are his ouly 
children.

nine miles away. The nearest post-oflice was at 
Junetion City, thirty-five miles awry, and the near- 
esl market at Leayenworth, one lundred and 
seventy miles disttunt. ‘Phe first winter nhout 
three hundred Indians eunmped in the-tend of the 
river z-half mile from Mr, Whitley's cabin. He 
and his wife lived fora while on the meat of buf- 
faloes and wild turkeys, but il afterward beeame 
inpossible to get boflaloes and they had to depend 
upon small game, corn-meal, and eoffee made of 
parched corn. In SHO, Me. Whitley broke land 
and planted a erey Of corn, but raised nathing on 
account of the hot wind. The next year, however, 
he secured a good crop. Ie took his first vrist to 
mill sixty miles away and in order to make the 
urip had to leave his wife alone for ten days, 

In 1858, the Goverument had bridged Solomon 
River, but at the time ef high water this was 
washed away, so iu L861 Mr. Whitley sceured a 
ferry boat, whieh for many years wos in use on the 
river, Fora number of years he drove a stave he- 
Sween Leavenworth and Ft. Ellsworth for the 
Kansas Stage Company, aud was afterward von- 
nected with the Butterfield Overland Slage Com- 
pany. lis home was a station on the route, aud 
he did a good business, continuing until the rail 
rord was built. In 1859, many of the emigrants 
en route fur Vike’s Peak passed {trough this lo- 
cality. Mr. Whitley alse bailt the first stoek yards 
and did an extensive commission business. In the 
fall of 1863, he opened the first store in Solomon 
City and since 1868 hts been suecessfully en- 
gaged in the furniture business, No uther man 
has done more for the upbuilding and Lnprove- 
ment of this loentity than our stbiject.

Lhe subject. of this notice was born in Anderson 
County, Ky., February 14, 1843, and was removed 
to Woodford County, in the same State, when he 
was ten years of age.

Tt 
would be tedious to any buta veteran who liad 
passed through it, wore the writer to abllempt to 
give a dettiled account of our subject’s war record, 
suflice it bo say that his regiment was noted for its 
glantry and constant readiness for duty, and 
that the original of our skeleh proved his mettle as 
a tuan of courage anit daving in inany instances, 
{Je was inustered out of the army dune 8 1865, 
and finally discharged at Vuffalo, dune 25, 1865. 
Although he veecived four slight wounds, he was 
never in the hospital, atways leing ready for duty. 

Tn December, 1805, Mr. Jackson went to Me 
Uenry County, DL, and was there engaged in 
farming until 1879.
